PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  ended  31st  Dooorabor,  195^* 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  for  the  year  was  ten,  a decrease 
of  three  on  the  figure  for  the  previous  There  were  no  stillbirths  or 

infant  deaths  and  no  mother  died  as  a result  of  childbirth. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  twenty  six,  seven  more  than  in 
1956,  Five  persons  died  of  cancer,  six  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  (stroke)  and  eight  from  heart  disease. 

This  year  in  addition  to  the  vital  statistics  for  the  Aberaeron  Urban 
District  area,  comparative  figures  are  given  (where  applicable)  for  Cardiganshire 
and  also  for  England  and  Wales, 

No  cases  of  ihfectious  diseases  wore  notified  during  the  year  and  not  a 
single  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified. 

On  the  1st  October,  Mr.  Dyfrig  0,  Davies,  took  up  duties  as  the  Council’s 
Public  Health  Inspector  on  a part-time  basis.  The  new  arrangement  appears  to  be 
working  very  satisfactorily, 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Department  will  be  found  in  'the 
ensuing  pages  which  include  the  report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector# 
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Although  there  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  method  of  sewage 


disposal  in  part  of  the  town  as  a result  of  the  completion  of  the  sewerage 
scheme  which  forms  part  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  scheme,  there  is  an 
urgent  need  for  a main  scheme  to  serve  the  whole  town.  It  is  hoped  that 
we  shall  be  able  to  proceed  with  this  work  in  the  near  future, 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  J,  Gwynne  Hughes,  the  Clerk  td  the  Council  and 
Mr,  D.  0,  Davies,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  their  co-operation  during 
the  course  of  the  year.

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area . 

These  are  essentially  the  same  as  in  1957.  The  main  features  are 

as  follovjs:- 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  ib,  the  district  by  the  local 
health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  receive  medical  advice 
from  their  own  practitioners, 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  is  held  once  a fortnight, 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  is  carried  out  by  the  district  nurse 
who  is  also  a State  Certified  Midwife, 

(d)  The  Aberaeron  Urban  District  Council  area  forms  part  of  a much  larger  area 
covered  by  a health  visitor  of  the  County  Council. 

(e)  Home  nursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse, 

(f)  Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  person’s  own  medical  attendant,  but 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and  partly 
by  medical  officers  of  the  local  health  authority. 

(g)  An  ambulance  is  stationed  at  New  Quay  which  is  used  for  general  and 
accident  work.  Fever  cases  are  usually  removed  by  an  ambulance  earmarked 
for  infectious  diseases  and  stationed  at  Aberystwyth. 

(h)  Care  and  after  care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse  and  of  the 
health  visitor.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed  up  by  the  Chest 
Physician’s  Health  Visitor, 

(i)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  who  are,  as  a rule,  engaged 
locally.

Sewerage. 


Part  of  the  Urban  District  Sewerage  Scheme  which  also  forms  the  last 
section  of  the  sewer  from  the  Milk  Marketing  Board,  Felinfach,  was  completed  in 
October,  195^.  As  a result  sanitary  conditions  in  the  district  have  improved 
in  as  much  that  the  considerable  volume  of  sewage  which  formerly  discharged 
into  the  River  Aeron  from  the  Northern  Bank  has  been  taken  by  the  new  sewer. 
Conditions  generally,  however,  are  far  from  being  satisfactory  and  the  commencement 
of  the  main  scheme  is  keenly  awaited.
